Der var mange folk omkring Jesus den 
dag han bespiste fem tusind mænd foruten 
kvinder og bøm i ørkenen. Der var mange 
søkende sjæle som kom efter ham den næ- 
ste dag og fandt ham paa andre siden av 
sjøen. Ved denne anledning sier Jesus til 
dem “den som kommer til mig vil jeg in¬ 
genlunde støte ut.” Der kunde vel ha væ¬ 
ret et spørgsmaal hos dem, “har ikke vi 
opfyldt dette krav?” “Er ikke vi kom¬ 
met til dig?”

What is stated here is my personal 
reaction to the movement, but at 
the same time it concurs with the 
opinion of many other workers in 
the field of our church. 

While there are no doubt many 
sincere souls who honestly believe 
that they can serve the Lord better 
under this classification, and who 
believe that it is a step in the direc- 
tion of fulfilling Christ’s prayer for 
the one-ness of the believers, yet it 
is obvious to even the casual obser¬ 
ver in the field, that it becomes all 
too often a means of hindering the 
work and scattering of the workers. 

It is my intention in this article 
to point to what seems to me two 
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serious defects in the movement as 
it has come under my observation in 
tny own field of labor. I am aware 
of the fact that what I say cannot 
be given as a general appraisal of the 
movement, and I am aware too of 
the probablity of disturbing sincere 
souls who are enamord by the move¬ 
ment. 

The first defect is that there is 
very little, if any, co-operation or 
attempt at co-operation with those 
already in the field. In some in- 
stances the local work is entirely 
ignored. Summer Bible schools are 
carried on in the shadow of local 
churches with no attempt at co-op- 
erating in any way with the local 
work. 

The second defect is that there 
appears to be a certain intellectual, 
if not to say spiritual dishonesty, 
in not disclosing the indentity of 
the workers in public, but bringing 
out definitely their peculiar “doctri- 
nes” in private. If this appraisal 
is too drastic—then why is it that 
there seems to be a silence on con- 
troverted doctrinal points when 
speaking over the radio where finan- 
cial contributions are expected from 
all people, and then when out in 
“field work’’ the sermons are very 
“denominational” ? 

In our time of isms and dan- 
gerously false teachings, and a time 
when the emmisaries of satan shall 
come in the guise of angels of light, 
it is a time when the identitiy of 
the workers as to their doctrinal 
stand should be definitely known. We 
are careful to label the medicine 
bottles in our medicine cabinet. 
Strict legal regulations are enacted 
in dispensing these aids to health. 

The term “Interdenominational- 
ism” has in the past, as it will in 
the future be means of covering a 
multitude of sects. Shall we adhere 
to the scriptural injunction, “Believe 
not every Spirit” or shall people 
follow blindly the babel of voices to- 
day? There is a real danger here. 
This article is written to raise a cry 
of warning. Are we awake to the 
dangers of our time? May the Lord 
be permitted to rip the cobwebs from 
the eyes of the people of our time 
that they do not blindly and without 
scriptural caution follow every “Pied 
Piper” of this restlese age.
